THIS DISTRICT 


Among the many troubles which 

arise from the fact that our country 
is at war, the matter of transporta- 
tion is scarcely the least, and in’ this 
connection the order from the Con- 
troller of Transportation that all 
bus travel is to be éut to a limit of 
50 miles for one trip, and in many

It is realised that by getting up in’ 
the middle of the night one. is able, 
to reach Edmonton in the very early 
morning,‘ and however short the 
necessary stay may be there, one can 
not get back again till midnight or 
mid-day. of the next day, For the past 
several months, too, the only means 
of making the trip at all was to 
gtand for the whole $+hour journey 
on account of the trains being 80 
“erowded, 

In the case of the “local,” the only 
means of inter-town traffic by rail, 
this arrives in the city at such an 
hour that no can, be done 
the same evening; thus enforcing at 
least two nights at a hotel in Edmon- 
ton (where, incidentally, accomoda- 
tion is now almost impossible) and 
arriving home on the noon train of 

the third day; thereby increasing the 
expenses of making such a trip al- 
most beyond reason,

not be elaborate, However, is is es- 
sential that the pigs have a. dry, 
warm, draught-freé bed, In a warm 
barn the bed may be a corner of the 
pen which is boarded off so that it 
can be properly bedded with straw 
In. a_cold barn, a sleeping berth is 
desirable in order that the pigs have 
a@ warm place’ to sleep. The wise feed 
er also makes sure that sufficient 
pen space is available for the pigs 
to exercise freely. ‘ 

Proper feeding seems to be the 
most important item in successful 
‘| winter pig production, First of all, 
& suitable, well balanced feed mix- 
ture is necessary, and care must be 
taken in feeding it. Under most con- 
ditions the common grains, oats, 
barley and wheat will be the basis of 
the feed mixture, Wheat is being 
more commonly used now in feed 
mixtures for maviket hogs. In order 
to make rapid and economical gains, 
feed a protein stipplemént with the 
grain, Skim-milk and buttermilk are 
ideal for this purpose and two to 
three pounds are fed with each 
pound of graih, Lacking milk, tank- 
age, fish meal or a mixed protein 
concentrate can be used. 

Minerals and vitamins are also 
important in winter pig feeding. A 
simple mineral mixture comprised 
mainly. of limestone, bone meal and 
galt can be mi with the grain 
mixture, Because green feed is not 
available for winter feeding, alfalfa 
or clover hay or. mangels in small 
dmouhts will prove useful, As a pre- 
vention for rickets, cod liver or pil- 
chard oil is recommended. These oils 
will also prove effective as a cure 
for stiffnessand crippling, However, 
in this and in fact all matters con- 
cerning hog feeding, it will pay bet- 
ter to feed a balanced ‘ration and 
keep the pigs in good health rather 
than to use correctives after trouble 
has developed,

Canada has been unable to nat 
Britain. with the 600 million pounds | 
of ‘bacdn she promised, and Mr. J, 
Gordon. Taggart, Price ; Boards Food | 
Administrator, stated: ‘at Ottawa on 
Noy, 3rd that the’ peopié in Canada 
would: probably ‘have.'td be rationed 
for bacon and so for all meat pro- 
ducts. , 

It is evident that the government 
is hesitating about rationing Cana- 
dian people, They should not hesitate 
for a moment if it will help the war 
effort of the United Nations, A sol- 
dier can fight only as well as he is 
fed. Our fighting forces, and the civ- 
ilian workers being bombed in the 
battle lines. in. Britain and elsewhere 
must’ haye’méat and-plenty of it, It 
would not hurt us herein Canada if 
we went without bacon and it would 
net hurt if all meats were rationed, 

To administer rationing, however, 
costs a lot of money and uses up a 
lot of scarce paper, There is a better 
way I suggest, Raise the price of 
hogs and-if necessary ‘of cattle to 
our farmers, and then they will be 
induced to produce more, Hogs mul- 
tiply quickly and we have ample 
feedstuffs ingluding’ wheat to raise 
them, The extra price to the farmers 
would cost, less, I believe, than the 
cost of administering rationing. 

Following factors have tended to 
decrease “supply and increase. de- 
mand; Argentina’s wheat crop is es- 
timated at 181 million bushels as 
compared ‘with 224 million a year 
ago.—-Unfavorable. weather condi- 
tions in Rumania tend to decrease 
the amount of wheat seeded this 
year,—Thé¢ shortage of bread and 
feed grain in Europé is becoming 
steadily worse. 

Following factors have tended to 

increase supply and decrease de-, 
mand: Official estimates placed the 
Argentina wheat surplus at 177,000,- 
000: bushels.—Fall wheat acreage in 
the U.K, has been further increased. 
—The Australian wheat crop is e9- 
timated between 131 and 141 million 
bushels, well in excess of domestic 
‘and export needs.
